DIET A N D HEALTH 
Blood Clots in the Veins 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


IN women, the formation of a 
b lood clot in a vein is always a pos­ 
sib ility following the b irth of a b ab y 
or an operation on tl^e organs of re­ 
produ ction, althou gh this condition 
does not happen too of i.en. However, 
this may b e a potentially dangerou s 
situ ation and one against which the 
doctor mu st always b e on gu ard. 
Fortu nately, he can deal with it a 
great deal mare su ccessfu lly today 
than in* the pa?t b ecau se of a new 
dru g known as heparin. Heparin has 
the effect of lengthening the clot­ 
ting time of the b lood and, when in­ 
jected u nder the skin, it acts to dear 
u p rapidly the condition cau sed b y a 
b lood clot in the vein. 


Certain Precau tion* 
There are, of cou rse, certain pre­ 
cau tions which the doctor can take 
in advance against the formation of 
su ch clots b u t, in some cases, they 
seem to form in spite of all preven­ 
tive measu res. 
Warning signs of su ch clot-for- 
mation inclu de a slight rise in tem­ 
peratu re, pu lse, and the rate of 
b reathing within fou r or five days 
after the operation or delivery has 
occu rred. There may also b e su ch 
symptoms as restlessness, “light 
aching or cramping in one leg, slight 
pain in the chest, sometimes with 
cou gh and the b ringing u p of b lood- 
streaked spu tu m. These symptoms 
occu r when the clot is located in the 
chest. 
Clot Forms 
When the clot forms in a leg, a 
search shou ld b e made for tender 
areas in the region of the groin, on 
the inner side of the thighs, b ehind 
the knees, the calves of the legs, or 
the feet. The u su al sign of b egin­ 
ning clot-formation is tenderness of 
the calf on direct pressu re. The calf 
may he hard, and b ackward b end­ 
ing of the foot painfu l. The affected 


| leg may appear slightly enlarged, 
with the skin shiny and slightly 
b lu ish. 
When heparin is needed, it is 
given b y injection into a vein in a 
mixtu re with a form of su gar called 
dextrose, gelatin, acetic acid, and 
water. Giving it in this manner per­ 
mits it to b e taken u p b y the b ody 
slowly. 
May Be Dissolved 
When this procedu re is carried 
ou t, the formation of b lood clots is 
almost immediately stopped and 
some clots may even b e dissolved. 
Blood vessels, which have b ecome 
contracted, relax, and fever, pain, 
and swelling b ecome lessened with­ 
in a few hou rs. The treatment is 
relatively simple and inexpensive. 
The clotting time of the b lood may 
b e easily controlled so that it is not 
slowed down to a dangerou s extent. 
This means that the normal clotting 
time of the b lood mu st b e deter­ 
mined 
b efore heparin is 
given. 
Usu ally enou gh of the dru g is u sed 
to make the clotting period three 
times longer than it normally is. 
Of cou rse, the physician mu st de­ 
cide in each case how mu ch of the 
heparin may safely b e employed, 
and how long it is necessary to con­ 
tinu e the treatment.

(a b reathing test) which is 22 per 
cent ab ove average indicates that 
there may b e excessive secretion 
from the thyroid gland.

You shou ld remain u nder the physi­ 
cian’s care, and shou ld have the 
metab olism test repeated from time 
to time, so that if other treatment is 
necessary, it may b e carried ou t.

Blood Clots in the Veins 


By HERMAN N BUNDESEN. M D 
IN women, the formation of a 
blond clot in a vein in always a pos­ 
sibility following the birth of a baby 
or an operation on th* organs of re­ 
production, although this condition 
dor's not happen too often. However, 
this may be a potentially dangerous 
situation and one against which the 
doctor must always b® on guard. 
Fortunately, he can deal with it a 
great deal more successfully today 
than in, tho pa»t becau se of a new 
drug known as heparin. Heparin has 
the effect of lengthening the clot­ 
ting time of the blood and, when in­ 
jected under the skin, it acts to clear 
up rapidly the condition caused by a 
blood clot in the vein. 


Certain Precaution* 
There are, of course, certain pre­ 
cautions which the doctor can take

When heparin is needed, it la 
given by injection into a vein in a 
mixture with a form of sugar called 
dextrose, gelatin, acetic acid, and 
water. Giving it in this manner per­ 
mits it to be taken up by the body 
slowly. 
May Re Dissolved 
When this procedure is carried 
out, the formation of blood clots is 
almost immediately stopped and 
some clots may even be dissolved. 
Blood vessels, which have become 
contracted, relax, and fever, pain, 
and swelling become lessened with­ 
in a few hours. The treatment is 
relatively simple and inexpensiva. 
The clotting time of the blood may 
ba easily controlled so that it is not 
slowed down to a dangerous extent.
